The two following Medals belong to Mr. William Croſſe, Chap- MED. 
lain to the aforeſaid Ambaſlador in Zurkey; both have the Head of III. & IV. 
Cyzicus like the reſt; one has the initial Letters of the ſaid Town, Cr, 
the other the Name of Tarquinius Paulus, who was Pretor at Zi- 
cus in the time they had the ſecond Neocorate, which was after Ca- 
racalla became Emperor, who gave them this Privilege again, as the 
Emperor Hadrian had conferr'd the firſt Neocorate upon em.

I is impoſſible to ſertle the Chronology of the Kings of Macedon, 
becauſe of the Diſagreement of Authors; and the Medals, which 


ſhould clear up all this to us, give no Titles and no Epochs; nay we 
can hardly find out the Princes by Phyſiognomies, ſeeing moſt of 


them have only the Heads of Apollo, Zupiter or Hercules upon em; 


fo that I can hardly think it poſſible any body can give us a Series 
of em, as Vaillant has done of the Kings of $yr:i2 and the Prolemzes ; 


and Goltgius, who has endeavour'd to do it, has ſucceeded but very 
imperfectly, ſince he has mixt negligently with them ſome that do be- 
long to the Kings of Hria. My e 


Tho' the firſt of theſe Medals is not well preſerved, we are ſure 
that it belongs to a King of Macedon, and it ſeems to be the Name of 


Archelaus, but certainly it can't be the ſame with that publiſh'd by 


Goltzius, being without a Beard, and young; but this mult be attri- 
buted to the firſt Archelaus, who reign'd about the Year of Rome 
334, and his Head was never publiſhed before. be 


The two following I aſcribe to Philip the Father of Alexander the 
Great, tho' 'tis uncertain whether they are his, or Philips the Father 
of Per ſeus the laſt King of Macedon ; but the Head with the Helmet 
may be that of the firſt Philip the Father of Alexander, and ſtruck in 


. Commemoration of him by the ſecond Philip, becauſe he was the 
- firſt who rais'd the Glory of that Monarchy. The Helmet was call'd 


Cauſia, which ſignifies a Macedonian Diadem; and the Head of the 
Griffin which is upon it, as well as the Heads of other Beaſts, was 
us'd by ſeveral Nations in War to frighten their Enemies. The Wing 
which is upon the Ear ſignifies Strength; and the Knife that is upon 
the Shoulder, imports that thoſe Kings were alſo Prieſts, becauſe ſuch 
a Knife was us'd in the Sacrifice call'd Tauroboli. The Eagle on the 
reverſe alludes to Jupiter, who was a Tutelar God of the Macedoni- 
ans. On the third Medal appears the Macedonian Shield, which is of- 
ten {een upon their Medals; but 'tis very uncommon upon ſuch Me- 


dals, to ſee the two Caps of Caſtor and Pollux, Symbols of the Ma-

ſaid Medal is not older, I think, than the Times of Alexander the 
Great, to whom Arideus was Brother, being the Natura! Son of PHi-

ther's Death; and this Alexander was afterwards {lain by Demetrius, 
who poſſeſs'd himfelf of all the Kingdom. Pauſanias lays that Ca/- 
ſander died of a Dropſie, and was eaten up by Vermin alive, and 
his Son Philip died of a Conſumption, and ſo he and all his Family 
were puniſh'd for his Barbarity.

MITHRIDATES King of Pontus 


HE Hiſtory of Mithridates the great King of Pontus is ſo well 
1 known, that I ſhould be very much in the wrong, if I enter- 
tiined my Reader with it; I ſhall only remark here ſome few Paſſages 
3 _ which are leaſt known, and which makes a ſort of Epoch in the Ro- 
I man Hiſtories. He was call'd Regis Mithridatis Eupatoris, and was 
deſcended from Darius King of Per ſia; he was the ſixteenth King 
after him, and the eighth from that Mithridates who revolted from 
the Macedonian, and was the firſt: King of 'Poxtus. Our Mithridater 
began to Reign very young in the Vear of Nome 635, and reigning 56 
Years, died 46 V. C. 691, and then he was 69 Years old and more. I 
think that the Epochs of the Kings of Pontus are the ſame with thoſe 
of the Sauromates, of. which I ſhall ſpeak preſently; and if it is 
ſo, our preſent Medal of Mithridates which has the Epoch 223 was 
coined 46 U. C. c80. being the zoth Year' of his War againſt the Ro- 
mans.

As for Gorgias, he was born in this Town, and 
was a very learned Philoſopher and moſt eloquent Orator. Quinti- 
ian ſays, he was a Diſciple of Empedocles and the Maſter of Pericles, 
 Tſecrates, and ſeveral others: He was ſo much honoured by the At he- 
nian (having been ſent thither Ambaſſador by his Countrymen) that 
they granted him whatever he deſired, and after his Death they caus'd 
his Statue in Gold to be erected: He died ar 109 Years of Age. 
When alive he was of a ſtrong Conſtitution, and preſerved his Strength, 
Memory and Underflanding to the laſt, He was asked why, being 
ſo old, he deſired {till to live, he anſwered Becauſe in my Age there 
is nothing that troubles me; and another time being asked how he 
could keep himſelf in ſuch good Health, anſwer'd Becauſe I never 
went to any Feaſt, where there was exceſlive eating and drinking.

This little Sflver Medal, ſtruck at Athens, muy be aſorſb'd either to L. . 
the God Pan, or to Sverares, or Epiturus: I don't thiiik it belongs to 
tHe firſt, becauſe he is always reprefented with a crooked Noſe, and a 
great Beard; and the extraordmary fine Workmanſhip of the ſaid Medal 
makes me believe that it was coined after the time of Socrates, and 
therefore I am apt to conclude it was {truck in Honour of Epicurus, 
Who died 130 Years after Sbrrater. He was an Athenian, and was 
very much eſteemed by his Countrymen, who erected to his Honour 
a Braſs Startie: He died in the Year of Rome 483, aged 72 Years.

with, was, that which it coveted moſt. I take leave further to add, 
that this Animal: had no manner of ill Smell, no not even its Dung or 
Vrine, a thing very unuſual with Creatures of this kind, ſuch as Co- 
nies, Squirrels, Rats, Se. whoſe Kxcrement ſtinks very much; it was 
very tame, ſo, that it could be handled: very eaſily; and it did never 
bite. It was like a Hare for its timorouſneſs, tho at the ſight of an Animal 
ſmaller than its ſelf; it ſuffer d much in cold Weather, ſo that we were 
ohliged in W inten time to keep it always near the Fire; and F do believe 
the.
